—The power issu es was project­ 
ed to the fore today by Senator 
Norris, Repu blican, Nebraska, in 
opening the two-day conference 
of Repu blican and Democratic 
Independents. 
The 
Nebraskan who fou ght 
President Hoov er asserted the 
“com bination" 
controlling 
the 
nation’s power su pply aim s to 
boss both the Repu blican and 
Democratic national conv entions 
with a v iew to fighting the 1932 
race “on a false issu e.” 
Norris disclaim ed any political 
pu rpose in sponsoring the m eet­ 
ing bu t w arned th a t “partisan­ 
ship is one of the greatest ev ils of 
a Democratic 
form of 
gov ern­ 
m ent.” 
He rejected President Hoov er’s 
proposal for power regu lation by 
the gov ernm ent and dem anded 
federal operation and control of 
this indu stry which he said has 
organized into “the m ost gigan­ 
tic, far-reaching ahd com prehen­ 
siv e monopoly which has ev er 
been dev ised by the 
m ind 
of 
m an.” 
Rev iewing the condition of the 
nation which prom pted the con­ 
ference, the gray haired Nebras­ 
kan said: 
“We believ e 
th a t y ou r u nitec 
will go far toward

sicians appointed by the court 
reported the Mobile, Ala/, garage 
man', is 
"unquestionably of 


sound mind" and was sane at 
the time an unknown hitch- 
hiker's body was found burned 
in his automobile near here last 
May 31. 


Prosecution attorneys contend 


Schroeder killed or wounded the 
man, and then set fire to the 
body. Defense counsel has stres- 
sed Schroeder's story that the 
hitch-hiker died of a broken 
neck received when his car went 
nto a ditch in Illinois, and that 
he returned to a spot near In- 
dianapolis and set fire to the 
body for fear he would be accus- 
ed of murder. 


The fact that Schroeder told 


his story in "intelligent, con- 
nected fashion, manifesting a 
definite power of observation," 
was cited by Dr. Charles D 
Humes one of the court's mental 
experts as confirming his opin- 
on the defendant is sane.

In Business, Census Report Says 


"Business women have gained 


in numbers since the 920 census,' 
says Miss Emily R. Kneubuhl, 
executive secretary of the Na- 
tional Federation of Business and 
Professional Women's club in an 
address given for the National 
Business Women's Week which is 
being celebrated this week in 
Rushville by the local club to- 
night. 


Miss Kneubuhl also said that 


the 1920 census showed eight and 
a half million of them employed 
in gainful occupations.

Miss Kneubuhl, "women were in 
all but 35 of xthe 572 known oc- 
cupations. Statistics are not yet 
available as to how many of 
these occupations they have now 
invaded, but experts .believe that 
women have entered almost ev- 
ery professional field open ^to 
men. They are miners, chemists, 
metallurgists, 
architects, con-

and sign painters. They run ho- 
tels, blacksmith shops, theatres.

mention 
veterinary 
surgeons, 


doctors, lawyers, .dentists, judges 
and college presidents. • 


"They have at least gained a 


foothold.in- practically every pro- 
fession. The. next ten years will 


demonstrate what progress they, 
can make. I believe women will 
have reason to be proud of that 
progress."

FARM YOUTH CONTENTED 


After completing an extensive survey the home 


economics department of a large mail-order 
house asserted recently that boys and girls living 
on American farms were more generally satisfied 
with their lot than were any other young people 
in the world. Of the 750,000 included in the can- 
vass 93 per cent of the girls reported that they 
intended to remain in the country, while 80 per 
cent of the boys had made definite plans for 
careers in farm communities. 


The old myth that opportunity dwells only in 


cities was exploded long ago. While it is true 
: that such great financial and industrial success- 
es as are achieved by the very few are possible 
only in cities, farm life offers the greater cer- 
tainty of independence and competence. There 
is no problem of unemployment in the country 
for those who can work and are willing to work. 
The farmer's problem is to get .enough compe- 
tent help. 


Superficially it might seem that in the matter 


of education city youths had the advantage. Yet 
of the farm youths concerned in the survey al- 
ready mentioned 75 per cent of the boys and 73 
per cent of the girls will go to college. In no 
large city do such percentages of youth enjoy the 
advantages of college education. 


No longer is the farmer isolated. Machinery 


has lightened his labor. And good roads, the 
automobile, the telephone, the radio and the 
circulating library enable the farm population to 
keep abreast of the times as readily as do dwell- 
ers in cities. 


Youth on American farms, all things consid- 


ered, has special reason to be gratified by its 
prospects. 


EASIER DIVORCES 


Competition in the field of business grows more 


intense every year; but what are we to think of 
the growing competition in the divorce business? 


The number of divorces issued to American 


inen and women rises each year. The. granting 
of these divorces has lucrative side-lines; there 
are court fees and lawyers' fees, and if the liti- 
gants are non-residents there is money in it for 
the hotel keeper, the grocer, the baker and al- 
most everybody else. 


So it is that this year sees a spirited competi- 


tion for new business on the part of various 
centers where divorces can be obtained without 
too much difficulty. 


Reno has been famous for its divorces for 


, years. Now Arkansas has enacted divorce, laws 
quite similar to Nevada's, and Reno has visions 
of its divorce business slipping away from it. 


But there is plenty, of other competition. Ha- 


vana is now preparing to offer quick and easy 
divorces to all who have the price. Lawyers who 
have studied Cuban laws say that all an Ameri- 
can need do is go to Havana long enough to have 
a transcript made of his marriage certificate and 
give power of attorney to a lawyer, to whom he 
confides the evidence in the case. He then goes 
back home and waits for the cpurts to do their 
stuff. 


The ease with which Mexian divorces can be 


obtained is well known. It is even reported that 
Mexican attorneys in New York are promising 
that they, top, will be able to get divorces by 
mail, for a consideration. And, of course, when 
Mexico, Havana and Reno fail, there is always 
Paris. 


Evidently the granting of divorces is becoming 


a major industry, for which cities and states find 
it well worth their while to bid. Jjust what sort 
of reflection all of this may be on the state of 
civilization in the United States you can decide 
for yourself. It'is hardly a situation that can be 
easily laughed off; and just what the remedy 
may be is something that calls for a good deal of 
serious study.

Bedford, England, .March 10— 


(AP)—Alfred Arthur Rouse, man 
of many loves, who last Novem- 
ber tried to "die by proxy" in 
an effort to escape the respon- 
sibilities of his amorous adven- 
tures, today was hanged for the 
murder of an unidentified man. 


He was the first person in 145 


years to be executed for the 
murder of an unidentified vic- 
tim.

Peril Grows 
During 1930 


Lafayette, Ind., March 10— 


(AP)—A report on the war be- 
ing waged against invasion of 
Indiana by the European corn 
borer is contained in a publica- 
tion by the Purdue University 
Agricultural Extension Experi- 
ment Station, written by H. J. 
Reed, assistant .directoir. Last 
year the borer was found in 303 
townships in Indiana, extending 
as far west as -Porter county 
and as far south as Union coun- 
ty, after an entrance at north- 
east corner of the state about 
1925. 


By thus making itself known 


in about one-third of the state, 
the borer threatens to destroy 
Indiana's most important crop, 
worth more than a hundred mil- 
lion dollars every year. The Pur- 
due Experiment 
Station has 


been co-operating with the fed- 
eral government in devising 
ways of controlling or escaping 
the corn borer. G. A. Ficht, of 
the" entomology department has 
conducted experiments at Mon- 
roe, Mich., for nearly four years 
in the center of a heavily in- 
fested area.
